Association of Free Nations, 

“Moved by these considera- 
tions, the British government 
invited Ireland to take her 
Place in the great association of 
free nations over which his 
majesty reigns. As an earnest 
show of their desire to dbliter- 
ate old quarrels and to enabie 
Ireland to face the future with 
her own strength and hope, 
they proposed that Ireland shall 
assume forthwith the status of 
a dominion, with all the powers 
and privileges set forth in this 
document.

DENIES SGHOULS 
WILL SHARE FUND 


Money Derived From W. 
& A. Rental Discount’ 
Goes Into General Fund, 
Says W. A. Wright. 


Funds derived by the state through 
the sale df Western and Atlantic 
rentals on a deferred warrant basis 
need not be divided so as to give 
one-half of this money to the com- 
mon schools as provided in the 
school code, in the opinion of Gen- 
eral William A. Wright, state comp- 
troller. General Wright stated Sun- 
day that the provision of the school 
code setting aside one-half of the 
state income from all sources for 
common school purposes was a stat- 
utory enactment and that the sale 
of the state railroad rentals was a 
statutory enactment and that, there. 
fore, the act of the present legisla- 
ture will take precedence over the 
act of the legislature of 1920. 
General Wright made this state- 
ment in discussing the point raised 
by Senator John H. Jones, of La- 
Grange. He declared that it was an 
interesting point and that on the 
face of it there was apparently 
some merit in the contention, but 
he said a careful examination would 
show the real facts to be that the 
Western and Atlantic rental money 
is not to be divided but will be 
paid into the general fund and paid 
out of that fund as the governor 
sees fit. 

“This phase of the question was 
investigated before the bill to sell 
the Western and Atlantic warrants 
was introduced.” General Wright 
said. “It was found that the law re- 
quiring one-half of the state’s in- 
come to be paid over to common 
schools was not in the constitution 
but was a statute passed by the leg- 
islature in 1920. The succeeding 
legislature is not boun@ by what 
its predecessor does and the pres- 
ent legislature had a perfect right 
to pass another statute authorizing 
the sale of the state rafiroad 
rentals.” 

General Wright said the school 
funds are set aside long before the 
money is collected and that when 
it comes into the treasury the 
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wrecked the bones of One shoulder, 
scarred the back of his head, and 
left his mind a blank.

Moines cripple’s meas- 
urements apd’ those. of Small tally 
exactly. is “éyes,. fgrehead, chin, 
ear, and facial expressions and fig- 
ure correspond completely with 
those sent out on police circulars 
at the.time of his disappearance. 

At present the man is hidden 
away from prying eyes. Not even 
newspaper men have been permit- 
ted to visit him. The _ detective 
agency is holding him with the 
hope of earning the rewasd offered 
for information leading to his dis- 
covery. 

It is the theory of the police that 
a gang, of which Daugherty was a 
member, attempted to kidnap the 
millionaire and hold him for ran- 
som; that in escaping from them 
Small received the disfiguring 
wounds and the blow that brought 
about amnesia.

The report of the committee dele- 
gated to recommend a pastor was 
made py Chairman White. The 
chairman reported that he recently 
had the opportunity of hearing a 
sermon delivered by Dr. Tappey in 
the First Presbyterian church, at 
Nashville. He declared him to be 
a very capable speaker and an ex- 
cellent Bible student. 

Dr. Tappey is a graduate of the 
Louisville Presbyterian \, seminary.

Well 
over six feet in height, broad-shoul- 
dered, with a torso like that of a 
Geek athlete, regular aquiline fea- 
tures, square jaw, and ease. of 
strength in his. movements, he is 
probably the most physftallyattrac- 
tive man in thé long let of presi-. 
dential residents at the white house. 
His tropical white suit. suits him 
admirably. There is Ro pose, no af- 
fectation of simplicity, for he is 
simple without affectation. He is 
conscious of the great power and 
dignity of his position, but he wears 
that consciousness as though he had 
been trained from youth to. bear 
the mighty burden that lies on his 
shoulders today. 

Proud of His Newspaper. 

On the president’s desk lay a 
copy of his newspaper, The Marion 
Star, with a simple slip -addressed, 
such as is used by American news- 
paper sent through the post. Presi- 
dent Harding is probably prouder 
of that newspaper than anything 
else he has done, for he made it 
and in making it learned the ways 
of human kind. No man can-achieve 
the difficult task of creating a suc- 
cessful daily newspaper without 
finding out a great dea] about hu- 
man nature, with its strength and 
its weaknesses, its good sides and 
its bad, and, above all, the redeem- 
ing virtue of simple kindliness and 
common sense in human affairs. 

I could not help thinking as he 
spoke of his early life studies, of 


law work, as an insurance writer, 
and finally as a journalist and news- 
paper proprietor, how singularly 
his training had fitted him for his 
present task.°

“The sudden change in the repub- 
lican tax bill program decided upon 
at the recent white house confer- 
ence,” said Mr. White, “has only 
added confusion and uncertainty to 
the government's fiscal situation, 
and business and financial circles

Mellion’s Advice, 

“Secretary Mellon told congress 
| presumably with the knowledge and 
approval of the president that he 
will need $4,554,000,000 to meet gov- 
érnment expenditures: for the next 
fiscal year. He told congress also, 
in view of these expenditures, that 
taxes cannot be reduced. 

“This meant, of course, that the 
republican campaign promise to re- 
duce federal taxes would not, and 
in fact could not be kept. 

“Chairman Fordney, who wrote 
the wonderfu] tariff bill of which 
the senate is expected to leave only 
the enacting clause, came to the 
political rescue of the administra- 
tion and announced a plan to reduce 
taxes regardless of the amount of 
money needed to meet expenditures 
which would create a deficit to be 
taken care of by borrowing the 
money, this increasing the public 
debt, but as the optimistic Mr. 
Fordney saw it, his plan would make 
it appear that the.party was keep- 
ing its campaign to reduce taxes 
and was making grand record of 


economy. 
Presidential Choice. 


“Upon his return from his vaca- 
tion, President Harding was called 
upon te choose between the Mellon 
plan of providing for enough reve- 
nue to meet expenditures and the 
Fordney plan for juggling the taxes 
by the fictitious reductions and a 
false show of economy. He chose 
the Fordney plan, seemingly sacri- 
ficing an honest financial policy to 
protect expediency, which ought to 
deceive nobody. 
| “The business world has waited 
long for a sane and honest rev- 
enue act in order to adjust its af- 
fairs and escape the business stag- 
nation caused by two years’ delay 
under republican rule in revising the 
internal taxes. It will not be satis- 
fied with this sort of political jug- 
giery. Speaking as a business man 
myself I warn the reépubiican ad- 
ministration that business men will 
not be fooled by such methods in 
order to make a false show of econ- 
omy.”

Simultaneously with the making 
public of the correspondence be- 
tween Mr. Lloyd-George and Mr. de 
Valera,*a note to the premier signed 
by Sir James Caig, the Ulster leader, 
was published. This note, after de- 
claring the loyalty of the people of 
Ulster to the empire, declares that 
in the interest of peace they con- 
sented to the establishment of a 
parliament in northern Ireland, and 
now are carrying out their part of 
that compact, while the southern 
[Irishmen “have chosen to repudiate 
the government of Ireland act and 
press Great Britain for wider pow- 
ers,” it adds that to join in such 
pressure would be repugnant to the 
people of northern Ireland. 

Meeting Impossible. 

The note declares that Ulster’s ac- 
ceptance of an invitation to meet 
the government in conference holds 
good, but that no meeting between 
Mr. de Valera and Sir James is 
possible until De Valera recognizes 
that northern Ireland will not sub- 
mit to have other authority than 
the king and parliament and ad- 
mits “the sanctity of the existing 
powers and privileges of the parlia- 
ment and government of northern 
Ireland.” 

The official records in ‘the Irish 
peace negotiations were made pub- 
lic unexpectedly today. They 
show seemingly -a deadlock, based 
On two differences between De Va- 
lera and the premier—De Valera’s 
renewed insistence on independence 
and that Ulster shall be regarded 
merely as a minority faction of an 
Irish nation.

De Valera’s Letter. 

On August 10 Eamonn de Va- 
lera addressed the following com- 
munication to Mr. Lloyd+George: 

“Sir: On the occasion of our last 
interview I gave it as my judgment 
that the Dail Elreann could not and 
the Irish people would not accept 
the proposals of your government, 
yset forth in draft July 20. Having 
‘consulted my colleagues and with 
“them given these proposals most 
“earnest consideration, I now con- 
‘firm that judgment. 

_ “The outline given in the draft is 
self-contradictory and ‘the principle 
of the pact’ not easy to determine. 
To the extent that it implies recog- 
nition of-Ireland’s separate nation- 
hood and her right to self-determi- 
nation, we appreciate and accept it. 

“But in the stipulations and ex- 
press conditions concerning vital 
‘matters, the principle iss trangely 
set aside and a claim advanced by 
your government to an_ interfer- 
‘ence in our affairs and to a control 
which we cannot admit, 

Right to Choose. 


“Treland’s right to choose for her- 
gelf the path she shall take to real- 
ize her own destiny must be ac- 
cepted as indefeasible. It is a right 
that has been maintained through 
centuries of oppression at the cost 
of unparalleled sacrifice and untold 
suffering. We cannot propose to ab- 
-rogate or impair it, nor can Great 
Britain or any state or group of 
states interfere with its exercise in 
order to serve their own special in- 
terests.”’ 

Declaring that it is Ireland’s de- 
sire to be free of imperialistic en- 
-tanglements, which will prove de- 
‘structive of Irish ideals and be 
fruitful only of ruinous wars and 
‘crushing taxation, Mr. de Valera 
‘gays: 

“Like the small states of Europe, 
the Irish people are prepared to 
hazard their independence on the 
basis of moral right, confident that 
as they would threaten no nation 
or people they would,°in turn, be 
free from aggression themselves.” 

Asserting that this is the policy 
that Irishmen have declared for in 
plebiscite after plebiscite, Mr. dé 
Valera continues: 

“As for myself and my colleagues, 
our deep conviction is that true 
friendship with England, which mil- 
itary coercion has frustrated for 
centuries, can be obtained! most 
readily now through amicable but 
absolute separation. The fear 
which we believe groundless, that 
Irish territory may be used as the 
basis for attacks upon England’s 
liberties, can be met by reasonable 
guarantees not inconsistent with 
Irish sovereignty.” 

Mr. de Valera declares that a do- 


minion status for Ireland is iliu- 
sory. He eays the freedom the 
British dominions enjoy is less the 
result of legal enactmens or trea- 
tiles than of the immense distances 
which separate them from Great 
Britain and make interference by 
Great Britain impracticable. , 

“The most explicit guarantees in- 
cluding the dominions’ acknowl- 
edged right to secede,” Mr. de Vaj- 
era continues, “would be necessary 
to secure for Ireland an initial de- 
cree of freedom. There is no sug- 
gestion, however, in the proposals 
made of such guarantee. . 

“Instead, the natural position is 
reversed. Our geographical situa- 
tion with respect to Great Britain is 
made the basis of denials and re- 
strictions unheard of in the case of 
dominions. The smaller island must 
give military safeguards and 
suarantees to the larger and satisfy 
itself to” be reduced to a position 
of helpless dependency. 

Ready for Treaties. 

“Obviously, we are unable to urge 
acceptance of such proposals upon 
our people. A certain treaty of 
free association with the British 
commonweath group, as with a 
partial league of nations, we would 
have been ready to recommend and, 


as a government, to negotiate and 
‘take responsibility for, had wg an 


assurance that the entry of the na- 
tion as a whole into such an asso- 
ciation would secure for it the alle- 
giance of the present dissenting mi- 
nority. To meet these sentiments 
alone, this step could be contem- 
plated. 

“Treaties dealing with proposals 
for free inter-trade and mutual lim- 
itation of armaments, we are ready 
at any time to negotiate. Also 
mutual agreements concerning air, 
railway and other communications, 
and generally for the smooth com- 
merical intertourse essential to both 
nations. But all such treaties and 
agreements we would require sub- 
mitted to the Irish people, in a 
manner showing that their decision 
was a free decision and without any 
element of military compulsion.” 

Mr. de Valera offers to leave the 
question of Ireland’s share of the 
national debt to. arbitrators, 
each to be appointed by Ireland and 
Great Britain, and the third chosen 
by agreement “or nominated, say, by 


the president of the United States.” ) 


He declares that the question be- 
tween the political minority and the 
great majority of the Irish people 
must be left for the Irish people 
themselves to settle. 

“We cannot admit the right of the 
British government to mutilate our 
country, either in its own interest 
or at the call of any section of our 
population,” the letter continues. 

Force Not Planned, 


“We do not contemplate the em- 
ployment of force. If your'govern- 
ment stands aside we can effect com- 
plete reconciliation. We agree with 
you that no common action can be 
secured by force. Our regret is

Irish History. 


“Ireland has sent members to the 
British parliament for more than a 
thousand years. Many of her people 
during all that time have enlisted 
freely and served gallantly in the 
forces of the crown. Great numbers 
in all the Irish provinces are pro- 
foundly attached to the throne. 

“These facts permit of one answer 
and only one, to the claim that 
Great Britain should negotiate with 
Ireland as a geparate and foreign 
power. 

“When you as the chosen repre- 
Sentatives of Irish national ideals 
came to speak with me, I made one 
condition only, of which our pro- 
posal plainly stated the  effect— 
that Ireland should recognize the 
force of geographical and historical 
facts, 

“It is those facts which govern 
the problems of British-Irish rela- 
tions. If they did not exist, there 
would be no problems to discuss. I 
pass, therefore, to the conditions 
which are imposed by these facts. 

“We set them out clearly in six 
clauses in our former proposals, and 
need not re-state them here, except 
to say that the British government 
cannot consent to the reference of 
any such questions which concern 
Great Britain and Ireland alone to 
the arbitration of a foreign power. 

Important Point. 

“We are profoundly giad to have 
your agreement that northern Ire- 
land cannot be coerced. This point 
is of great importance, because the 


‘resolve of our people to resist with. 


full power any attempt at secession 
by one part of Ireland carries with 


Jit of necessity an equal resolve. to 


resist any effort to coerce another 
part of Ireland to abandon its al- 
legiance to the crown. 

“We gladly give you the assur- 
ance that we will corcur in any 
settlement which southern and 
northern Ireland may: make for 
Irish unity within the six conditions 
already laid down which apply to 
southern and northern Ireland 
alike; but we cannot agree to refer 
the question of your relations with 
northern Ireland to foreign arbi- 
tration. 

“The conditions of the proposed 
settlement do not arise from any 
desire to force our will upon the 
people of another race, but from 
facts as vital to Ireland’s welfare 
as to our own. They contain no 
derogation from Ireland@’s status as 
a dominion, no desire for British 
ascendancy over Ireland and no im- 
pairment of Ireland’s national 
ideals. 

“Our proposals present to the 
Irish people an opportunity such as 
has never dawned in their history 
before. We have made them ina 
sincere desire to achieve peace, but 
beyond them we cannot go. 

“We trust you will be able to ac- 
cept them in principle. I shall dis- 
cuss their application in detail 
whenever your acceptance in prin- 
ciple is communicated to me.” 
ULSTER’S 
VIEWPOINT. 

Belfast, August 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The text of the 
Ulster cabinet’s observations on the 
British government's proposal for 
peace in Ireland signed by Sir James 
Craig, the Ulster premier, was made 
public here tonight. The statement 
says that the acceptance by the Ul- 
ster leaders of the’ original invita- 
tions of the British government to 
meet in conference with it in Lon- 
don still holds good and that they 
will be available at any time their 
assistance is again desired. The 
statement reads: 

“My Dear Prime Minister: Your 
proposals for an Irish settlement 
now have been exhaustively exam- 
ined by my cabinet and myself. 
We realize the preamble is especial- 
ly addressed to Mr. de Valera and 
his followers and observe it im- 
plies that difficulties have long ex- 
isted throughout the empire and in 
America, attributable to persons of 
Irish extraction. 

‘In fairness to the Ulster people 
I must point out that they have 
always aimed at retention of their 
citizenship in the United Kingdom 
and the empire of which they are 
proud to form a part, and there are 
not to be found in any quarter of 
the world more loyal citizens than 
those of Ulster descent. They hold 
fast to cherished traditions and 
deeply resent any infringement of 
their rights and privileges which 
belong equally to them and to other 
citizens within the empire.” 

Reealls Sacrifices. 

The text then recalls the sacri- 
fices made in agreeing to self-gov- 
ernment and in consenting to the es- 
tablishment of a parliament in 
northern § Ireland. “Against our 
wish, but In the interests of peace,”’ 
the statement continued, “we ac- 
cepted this as the final settlement 
of the long outstanding difficulty 
with which Great Britain has been 
confronted. We are busily engaged 
in sim ts Bot part of this solemn 
bargain. hile the Irishmen out- 
side the northern area. who in the 
past have struggled for home rule 
have chosen to repudiate the gov- 
ernment of Ireland act and press 
Great Britain for wider powers. To 
join in such pressure is repugnant 
to the people of northern Ireland. 

“In the further interest of peace 
we therefore respectfully decline. 
We are determined not to interfere 
with the terms of settlemnt be- 
tween us to safeguard the ties that 
bind us to Great Britain, and the 
empire, to insure that we are not 
prejudiced by any terms entered 
into between them and Mr. de Va- 
lera and to maintain the just equal- 
ity exhibited throughout the gov- 
ernment of Ireland act.

the Irish republican leader, was pre- 
sented to “te. de Valera this morn- 
ing, the dail eireann, or Irish re- 
publican parliament, announced this 
afternoon. 
_ The proposed reply of the Irish 
républican ministry to the latest 
communication from the British 
government and the correspondence 
between the British government and 
Irish leaders, will be submitted to 
the dail eireann at its forthcoming 
meeting. 

The Irish republican parliament’s 
publicity department issued a state- 
ment today declaring that the re- 
cent letter of General Smuts, the 
South African premier, to Eamonn 
de. Valera, the Irish republican, in 
regard to the British proposais for 
peace in Ireland, had been made 
public without the consent of Mr. 
de Valera. The statement said: 

“President de Valera cannot be- 
lieve General Smuts would author- 
ize publication of his letter without 
the president’s consent. This con- 
sent was not given and the letter 
certainly should not have been pub- 
lished before full publication of the 
communications which have passed 
between the British and Irish gov- 
ernments. 

“The letter of General Smuts 
summarizes its own views which 
can be understood when the gener- 
al’s position is recognized but which 
are not justified by the terms of the 
British proposals, as will be seen 
when these proposals are published.”

commonwealth. That guarantee, 
that fellowship, that freedom, 
the whole empire looks to Ire- 
land to accept.” 
Six Stipulations. 

Then follow six stipulations. 

The tirst says that the common 
concern of both countries in the de- 
fense of their interests on land and 
sea shall be recognized. 

“Great Britain,” it adds, “lives by 
the sea; her food and her communli- 
cations depend on the freedom of 
the great sea routes. Ireland lies 
at Britain’s side across the sea- 
ways, north and south, that link 
her with the sister nations of the 
empire -the markets of the world 
and the vital sources of her food 
swpply. ; 

“In, recognition of this fact, which 
nature ‘has imposed and which, no 
statesmanship can change, it isi.es- 
sential that the royal navy alone 
should control the seas around Ire- 
land and Great Britain and that 
such rights. and liberties should be 
accorded it by the Irish state as 
are essential for naval purposea in 
Irish harbors and on Irish coasts.” 


Armament Limitations. 


The second stipulation says: 

“In order that the movement to- 
ward limitation of armaments which 
is now making progress in the world 
should not be hampered in any way, 
the Irish territorial force shall, 
within reasonable limits, conform 
in numbers to the military estab- 
lishments in other parts of the is- 
lands.” 

In the third stipulation, it is de- 
clared that Great Britain shall cave 


cevelopment of air defense and com- 
munications. 

The fourth expresses the hope 
that Ireland will, of her own free 
will, contribute in proportion to her 
wealth to the naval and military 
forces of the empire and assumes 
that vcluntary recruiting will be 
permisted “particularly for those fa- 
mous [Irish regiments which so long 
and so gallantly have served his 
majesty in all parts of the world.’ 

Complete autonomy in finance and 
taxation, with the agreement that 
there Shall be no tariffs and other 
trade restrictions between the two 
islands, is provided in the fifth stip- 
ulation. 

Assume Debts. 


The sixth declares that Ireland is 
to assume responsibility for a share 
of the United Kingdom’s present 
debt and pensions. In default of an 
agreement, the share would be de- 
termined by an arbitrator appoint- 
ed from within the dominion. 

The document proposes that the 
conditions of settlement be embodied 
in the form of a treaty, to which 
effect shall be given by the Brit- 
ish and Irish parliaments. 

“The form in which the settle- 
ment is to take effect,” it adds, 
“will depend upon Ireland herself. 
It must allow for full recognition of 
the existing powers and privileges 
of the parliament and government 
of northern Ireland. 

“The British government enter- 
tains earnest hope that the neces- 
sity of harmonious co-operation 
among Irishmen of all classes and 
creeds will be recognized through- 
out Ireland, and will welcome the 
day when by these means unity is 
achieved. But no such action can 
be secured by force.” 

No Civil War. 


Declaring that union in the other 
dominions came by consent, the doc- 
ument continues: 

“In no conditions can they consent 
to: any proposals which would kin- 
dle civil war in Ireland. Such a 
war would touch Ireland alone, for 
partisans would flock to either side 
from Great Britain, the empire and 
elsewhere, with consequences more 
devastating to the welfare both of 
Ireland and the empire than the con- 
flict to which a truce has been 
called this month.” 

, The document concludes as fol- 
ows: 

“The British government’ will, 
therefore, leave the Irishmen them- 
selves to determine by negotiations 
with them whether the new powers, 
which the new pace defines shall 
be taken over by Ireland as a whole 
and administered by a single body, 
or taken over separately by south- 
ern and northern Ireland with or 
without a joint authority to har- 
monize their common interests. 

Sizned by George. 

“They will willingly assist in ne- 
gotiating such a settlement if the 
Irishmen should so desire. By the 
proposals the British government 
sincerely believe they would have 
shattered the foundations of that 
ancient hatred and distrust which 
have disfigured our common history 
for centuries. 

“The future of Ireland within the 
commonwealth is for the Irish peo- 
ple to shape. In the foregoing pro- 
posals the British government has 
attempted no more than a broad out- 
line of a settlemént, the details of 
which thev leave for discussion 
when the Irish people have signified 
their acceptance of the principle of 
this pact.”

A resolution to be presented by

“We favor such national legisla- 
tion as mer be required to perma- 
nently establish the dye industry in 
the United States, and, we consider 
as essential to such establishment 
the continuance of the temporary 
embargo now in force under the 
emergency tariff act beyond its ex- 
piration date of August 28, and until 
such time as permanent legislation 
shall be enacted by congress.”

Should Have Told Paris.

wishing that, thev should have told 
Soong and the other allied capitals 
irst. ’ 

So it seems that we are dreaming 
when, after her isolated action. 
Great Britain. forgetting the beam 
in her own eve, seeks thé moat in 
Premier Briand’s and _ reproaches 
him for taking his own initiative 
in the matter of Silesian reinforce- 
ments. 

IT do nct pretend that the French 
note to Berlin demanding free pas- 
sare for those reinforcements to 
upper Silesia was very adroit. It 
gave Germany the chance to trv 
once more to divide the allies on 
the pretense of confronting them 
with the text of the Versailles 
treaty. pretending that she was 
obliged to permit the passage of 
troops onlv when sent in the name 
of all the allies and their asso- 
ciates. Nothinge was more. base- 
less, but at anv rate we had to 
wait because of that specious f[n- 
terpretation. But Great Britain in 
lively fashion condemned our de- 
mand. not for tmmediate, but for 
eventual, passage of troops through 
Germany. She might have snared 
us that friendly rebuke,- had she 
wished to recall that we have wun- 
dergone enough sacrifices, and that 
we are not disposed to make our 
soldiers suffer further bloodshed.

CONTROL CHARGES 
MADE BY BROWN 


Athens, Ga., August 14.-—(Spe- 
cial.)—Declaring that graft and in- 
efficiency exist on a large scale in | 
the Georgia department @®f agricul- 
ture and making certain other spe- 
eific charges which he says he is 
prepared to prove, Senator L. C. 
Brown announced Saturday morn- 
ing that he intends to continue the 
fight for an investigation that he 
started in the recent session of the 
Georgia legislature throughout his 
term of office. 

The resolution of Senator Brown's 
that a joint committee be appointed 
to investigate the department of 
agriculture was referred to the ag- 
ricultural committee, where it died. 

In making a long list of charges 
against the department, ‘Senator 
brown affirmed that he had no ill 
feeling toward J. J. Brown and that 
his actions in calling the investiga- 
tion would be for no other purpose 
than to serve the people of his dis- 
trict dnd of Georgia. 

Charges Gil Control. 

“I expect to show by sworn evi- 
dence, when an investigation is 
made,” the senator declared, “that 
the Georgia department of agricul- 
ture is controlled by the Standard 
Oil company and the fertilizer 


trust.” 

“I expect to show further,” he 
continued, “that L. B. Jackson, head 
of the state bureau of markets, a 
part of the department, charged up 
to the state his expenses in making 
a trip to St. Louis, Mo.,, where he 
put through a deal with a manufac- 
turer of automobile tags whereby he 
secured a commission amounting to 
$6,000, on the sale of the tags to 
the secretary of state. [I have af- 
fidavits to prove this and that he 
cuvllected the. money.” 

“I expect to show that the de- 
partment of agricutlure' collected 
80,00@ samples of fartners’ cotton 
which were not returned, and on 
which no report has been made,” 
Senator Brown asserted. “These 
Samples, I understand, averaged 
about three-quarters of a pound in 
weight, and will total 120 average 
bales of cotton, for which no ac- 
counting has been made. 

Complains on Reports. 

The senator declared that the 
state department of agriculture is 
the only department in Georgia 
which is not compelled to account 
for the gfunds handled. For the 
$38,000 appropriation last year, the 
only tangible resnlt was a pam- 
phlet purporting to offer farmers’ 
produce for gale, according to Sena- 
tor Brown. 

“Georgia is an agricultural state,” 
Senator Brown concluded. “Her 
prosperity depends on the devebkip- 
ment of her agricultural resources 
and those resources can never be 
fully developed under the handi- 
cap of an inefficient department of 
agriculture which drains the treas- 
ury of useless expensea that are 
really needed for assisting the farm- 
ers of Georgia.” 


PROPOSE CONGRESS 
ON WORLD MONEY 


Washington, August 14.—Assem- 
bly of an international congress of 
financiers at Washington—possibly 
coincident with the disarmament 
conference in November—to discuss 
stabilization of foreign exchange, is 
under consideration at the treasury, 
officials said tonight. 

No definite plans have been 
drawn, officials declared, but the 
idea behind the proposed conference 
is to bring together the leading 
bankers and financiers of the world 
in the hopes of evolving a program 
which, by removing the uncertain- 
ties now resulting from exchange 
fluctuations, would pave the way 
for a revival of commerce between 
the nations. 

An appropriation by congress 
would be necessary to permit the 
holding of such a meeting, officials 
asserted, but, they added, the ex- 
pense would not be great, especial- 
ly if the financiers were to meet 
at. the time of the disarmament con- 


ference, when many of the world’s’ 


financial experts are expected to 
be here. 

Stabilization of exchange rates 
has been the subject of careful con- 
sideration by various government 
agencies during the last several 
months in view of the ill effect of 
varying rates upon the country’s 
foreign trade. According to Secre- 
tary Hoover, the uncertainties at- 
tending shifting exchange levels is 
one of the major difficulties fac- 
ing the recovery of the country’s 
commerce, 

Establishment of an international 
clearing house for foreign trade 
transactions, which would issue a 
fictive monetary unit for the world’s 
commerce is advocated by Comp- 
troller of the Currency Crissinger. 
Such a plan, according to Mr. Cris- 
singer, would insure the perma- 
nence of some ratio of exchange, 
which is more important than a 
particular ratio of exchange.

BUY GEORGIA PRODUCTS. 

The appeal in behalf of the 
growers of Georgia products, ex- 
pressed in a communication from 
Judge Joseph P. Brown, of Greens- 
boro, which we present in another 
column of this page, is both meri- 
torious and timely. 

For years, and from all quarters, 
the farmers of Georgia have been 
admonished to practice crop diver- 
sification—to curtail the produc- 
tion of cotton and grow more and 
more food and feedstuffs, live 
stock, etc. 

They have heeded this good ad- 
vice to a commendable extent; and 
especially this year the policy of 
diversification has been greatly 
stimulated by he boll weevil haz- 
ard, combined with the low prices 
of cotton. 

But the buying public can, and 
should, do mucL more than it has 
done and is doing to encourage the 
farmers in this course by calling 
for Georgia products in the home 
provisions market. 

It is discouraging to a Georgia 
farmer when he comes to town to 
sell a carload of beef cattle, say, 
only to be told that the dealer has 
already contracted with some west: 
ern cattleman 
that can be used. 

It is disheartening to him to 
bring in a load of hogs, of corn or 
of any other farm product, only to 
be compelled to accept an “off” 
price, or to be told by the dealer 
that there is no demand for his 
produce because the consumers 
prefer hegs from another state. 
If Georgia-grown pork, beef, and 
other products are inferior, either 
in quality or in the manner in 
which they are prepared for mar- 
ket, our farmers should be taught 
how to overcome these deficien- 
cies; they should be educated in 
the matter of grading, breeding, 
selection, packing, etc. | 


can help to an immeasurable ex- 
tent by cultivating and making 
known a preference, all things be- 
ing equal, for Georgia-grown 
products. 

This is a matter that involves 
the development of the state; and 
it is one in which all agricultural 
activities should co-operate in 
the manner suggested by Judge 
Brown.

levies. : 
At a hasty glance this seems 
like a stupendous amount of money 
for the people of a state to pay 
out in interest on indebtedness in- 
curred for public improvements; 
but the citizeng of Oregon do not 
begrudge a penny of it, and are 
only waiting until their bonded in- 
debtedness is worn down suf- 
ficiently to enable them to borrow 
more money in the same way. 

They feel that the benefit they 
have derived from the _ school, 
highway and civic facilities, which 
have been made possible only by 
recourse to the bonding method, 
has more than compensated the 
cost in dollars and cents, and at 
the same time has advanced prop- 
erty values to such an extent that 
the increase in tax assessment 
valuation has almost been suf- 
ficient to carry the cost of the 
bonds. x 

Oregon is making wonderful ad- 
vance in the way of equipping the 
state with public facilities; and 
the foregoing figures explain how 
the thing is being done. 

The same method will work as 
well in Georgia or in any other 
state as it works in Oregon.

~ Spain and Morocco

more than passing interest.in the 
progress of two wars at opposite 
ends of the Mediterranean. Less 
well press-agented than the Hellen- 
ic expedition in Asia Minor, the 
Spanish struggle oppo@te the* Rock 
of Gibraltar carries th it histor- 
ical and contemporary political con- 
notations which deserve. notice, 


In reality the Spanishw ar in Mo- 
rocco is only a new act in a drama 
as old as the history of America. 


It was almost at the same hour 
when Columbus lifted American 
shores that Spain began her great 
adventure in Morocco, following in 
retreat her Arab conquerors who 
had constructed Granada and domi- 
nated the whole Iberian peninsula. 


Since that remote time Spain has 
carried her flag and her rule to the 
uttermost parts of the world and 
built and lost one of the great co- 


lonial empires of all history. But 
after four centuries that empire has 
shrunk to three or four little frag- 
ments of African soil, the most val- 


uable and important of which faces- 


the Spanish coast on the south side 
of the Straits of Gibraltar. And pre- 
cisely in this region, assigned to the 
Spanish by the agreement which 
partitioned Morocco between Spain 
and France with the consent of 
Great Britain, Spanish troops are 
once more beleaguered within the 
narrow confines of a few coatstal 
presidios, of which Melilla is the 
most important. 
Many Troops Employed. 
Within Spain this recent defeat 


must have political consequences 


| Since every effort of Spain to ex- 


tend her rule on the shores of Afri- 
ca have provoked risings at home 
following defeats abroad, In reality 
Spain has frequently employed dur- 
ing the past ten years more troops 
to hold the few scant acres of Af- 
rica remaining to her than France 
has used to conquer the bulk of the 
Shereefian empire, with an area 
greater than that of Spain itself. 
Today France has through the 
genius of Marshal Lyautey nearly 
completed the task of pacifying all 
of her Morocco. From Casablanca 
on the Atlantic coast to Udja or 
the Algerian frontier railroad, with 
a single break of 20 miles com- 
plete the French line from the 
Tripolitan frontier to the Atlantic 
and this gap will be shortly filled. 
Another line runs down to Mara- 
kesh. while the network of military 
roads have already made Morocco 
the new paradise of the motorists. 
During the world war France held 
Morocco with reservists and drew 
upon the gnative population for 
many thousands of shock troops 
Who distinguished themselves _ in 
every French offensive. Yet, while 
France has been accomplishing this 
great task, the Spanish have been 
unable to advance a score of miles 
from the coast and in their recent 
reverse lost one of the interior 
towns actually in their hands. 


But what makes the Moroccan 
episode of real significance today 
is the fact that the question of the 


ultimate possession of Tangier is 
once more under discussion. The 
old arrangement made of it an in- 


happens, internationaligation has 
worked very badly. It has at one 
time postponed the development of 
the city and promoted internationa! 

blood. French and Spanish am- 
bitions, conflicting here have serv- 
ed to.rouse national antipathies and 
contributéd much to making Spain 
frankly pro-German in the recent 
war. Indeed Germany , promised, 


after victory to return Gibraltar to 


Spain and also to procure for her 
the undisputed title to Tangier. 
France Wants Tangier. 

As it stands Tangier, facing Al- 
geciras and Gibraltar, is the natural 
gateway to North Africa, that is to 
the Moroccan fraction of the con- 
tinent with. its great hinterland. 


Yet while Tangier has been the 
object of much quarreling, Casa- 
blanca, within the French area, has 
borne off the prize and is today 


“boom” town With more than 50.0007 


European inhabitants and vast 
uays and jetties rising on its wa- 
ter front. Yet the possession of 
Tangier is’ held by every French- 
man to be necessary to round out 
French North Africa, that magnifi- 
cent empire, the corner stone of 
which was laid by the expiring 
Bourbon monarchy just ninety years 
ago last month under the walls of 
Algiers. 

Only the other day the Sherif of 
Morocco, who reigns in Rabat, but 
in reality is as completely under 
French contro] as the Bey of Tunis, 
granted to the French certain ex- 
clusive privileges in Tangier which 
have aroused Spanish protest and 
provoked much bad feeling between 
the two countries. Thus the Span- 
ish. reverse comes at a particularly 
awkward time for King Alfonso’s 
country and serves as an ultimate 
demonstration of the incapacity of 
Spain to solve the problem, an in- 
capacity. proved under American 
eyes in Cuba a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. 

But despite Spanish failure it 
may be questioned if the British 
are willing to permit France to 
hold the African coast facing Gi- 
braltar. Already the British are 
backing the Greeks in Congtanti- 
nople and all over the Near East, 
and this means, in fact that Brit- 
ish influence will predominate at 
the Dardanelles, as it does at Suez 
and as it always has at Gibraltar, 
since the rock pssed into British 
hands. France may then encoun- 
ter British opposition, if she seeks 
to make her claims to Tangier. 

On the other hand, French influ- 
ence already predominates in the 
town and the fact that practically 
all of the hinterland of Morocco is 
firmly in French hands@and that 
Tangier is the natural gateway to 
this colonial empire, must have its 
bearing. Perhaps Tangier may 
prove one of the stakes im the dip- 
Jomatic battle between the British 
and the French in the latest meet- 
ing of the supreme council. 

Insignificant as it may seem ‘to 
American eyes, then, the Spanish de- 
feat has a European value which 
must not be mistaken. Moreover, 
there is nothing new in the contest 
itself; it igs only one more of the 
old, old questions which have sur- 
Vived all settlements and defied al! 
adjustments. A circumstance of im- 
portance today, when a new “set- 
tlement” is under discussion.

Public Urged to Encourage 
Growers of Georgia Products 


Editor Constitution: I am sending 
this communication with the re- 
quest that you lend the full influ- 
ence and power of your valuable 
paper to bring about a state-wide 
movement on the part of the cities 
and towns of Georgia for the use 
of Georgia-raised products, especial- 
ly corn, peanuts, potatoes, syrup and 
hay. 

Large quantities of these crops 
have been planted this year by the 
farmers of the state on account of 
the boll weevil and the low price 
of cotton, and in the main there will 
be no other crops raised from which 
the farmer can obtain any monev 
even to pay taxes. 

Many of the farmers are now in 
a critical financial condition and 
have not yet paid last year’s taxes, 
and unless the surplus of these food 
products can be disposed of for 


money it will mean a direct dead 
loss to the farmer, and indirectly a 
loss to all Georgians, because our 
circulation of money in the cities 
and towns is almost entirely de- 
pendent on the money the farmer 
receives for what he produces. 


Let us face the fact that all 
wealth comes from the ground, and 
that there is no other source of 
wealth, and that the agricultural) 
interest, especially in our state, ls 
the backbone and basis of our pros- 
perity in the cities and towns, 

The last census shows that over 
50 per cent of the population of the 
country is in the cities and towns, 
and this more than half of the pop- 
ulation can certainly consume all 
the surplus food stuffs the Georgia 
farmer produces and turn the mar- 
Ket price of the same back to the 
farmer, thus keeping the money, 
which must be spent for these nec- 
essary products in Georgia instead 
of sending it out of the state to 
Other sections. 


Georgia Corn the Best. 


It {s everywhere conceded that: 


Georgia-raised corn is far better 
than the steam-heated corn of the 
middle and central states, and the 
Same is true of other Georgia prod- 


ucts. In asking the co-operation of 
the Atlanta wholesale merchants re- 
cently, one of them stated he had a 
customer living in a western, state 
who had meal shipped at regular in- 
tervals from Georgia on account of 
the superior quality of the Georgia 
corn from which it was ground. 

This consumption of our own 
home-raised food products is not 
only the patriotic duty of all Geor- 
gians, but it will greatly rebound to 
Our material and financial interest 
and sense of self~preservation,’ for 
Our state institutions must run, ant 
if the farmer gets no money to 
pay taxes it must be raised from 
the city and town population: and 
again, if the farmer has no money 
to spend, it is certain that very 
little will be spent in the cities and 
towns. 

Jobbers, wholesale merchants and 
others living in the cities and 
towns should be able to consume all 
heavy food products that will be 
raised in the state, and stop buying. 
at least for this critical and off 
year, from the outside, if it is pos- 
sible that the demand can be sgup- 
plied by products raised in Georgia. 


] 


A large per cent of the farming 
in this state is done by those who 
have no idea what requirements 


must be met in making these prod- 
ucts marketable and acceptable as 
merchandise for the wholesale trade, 
and they will stand by and see them 
go to waste unless the matter is 
properly taken care of, and if the 
necessity of our cities and towns 
using these food stuffs is strongly 
urged and disseminated by the press 
throughout the state it will be taken 
care of in some way. 


A great propaganda can be put 
on by the press that will get the 
situation fixed in the minds of the 
jobbers, wholesale men and also the 


consuming public, and in every city 
and town:an agent or a farmers’ 
store may operate that may be de- 
pended upon to. handle these prod- 
ucts to that town and to thé mer- 
chants in the large cities. 


We who live in the cities and 
towns, I am sure, do not fully un- 
derstand or appreciate the needs of 


the farmer at this time, which needs 
must be met, or in the end those 
not engaged in farming, and in the 
cities and towns, will suffer most. 

If the agricultural department, the 
State Agricultural] college, the farm- 
ers’ union, the farm bureau and 
every other department or organ- 
ization within the state concerned 
with farming interests would: by a 
united effort bring about conditions 
that would give to the Georgia farm- 
er the fair market value of these 
food products I have named, and 
others, I believe.they would do the 
state more good than in any other 
work that could be undertaken or 
accomplished within the same time 
it would take to do it. 

It is no time for selfishness or 
jealousy on the part of any class 
or classes, but all should contribute 
for the good of all, themselves in- 
cluded. 

A resolution for the accomplish- 
ment of the result desired was in- 
troduced in convention of the farm 
bureau federation held in the spring 
at the Piedmont hotel in Atlanta, 
and ‘motion for adoption was 
promptly seconded by Dr. Soule, of 
the State College of Agriculture, 
and the motion carried by the con- 
vention with expressions of hearty 
approval from members generally, 
but I*do not know of any headway 
that has been made by the machin- 
ery of the farm bureau that will 
Zuarantee the results desired, and 
results are what we are after and 
must have if in this crisis we half- 
Way care for our farmers and for 
the entire business welfare and suc- 
cess of our people in the cities and 
towns. 

The matter has been presented 
recently to some of the wholesale 
men of Georgia and of Atlanta by 
our committee, and they heartily 
approved and will co-operate in se- 
curing results, and suggestions from 
them will be of great value relative 
to putting these products in mer- 
a cOndition, how to handle, 
etc. 


I am told they will take this mat- 
ter up in convention to be held at 
Macon at an early date, and it is 
to be hoped that it may be done.

DIDN’T RAISE MY BOY-<— 
Quoting from an address entitled 
“A Father’s Responsibility to His 


Son,” by Charles E. Barker, H. D. 
and P. C. D., delivered June 19, be- 


vention at Salt Lake City, Utah: 

~ . « « J: Go not believe in the 
teaching of sex hygiene to children 
in the public schools under high 
school age. (Applause.) I don’t 
want my child to have his mind in- 
structed on this most important, 
and if you please, sacred matter, 
by a stranger who has no affec- 
tion or love for him. . 

~. « « The sane, Jésicaél, . wise 
and sensible way to deal with this 
problem is by the father with his 


own boy in the home and the moth- 
er with her own daughter in the 
home; that it is not a question to be 
left to strangers; that it is not a 
question that should come to thege 
boys and girls from. the ' public 
schools. (Applause.) .. .” 

The natural way, to be sure, is 
for the father to instruct his son 
and the mother her daughter—but 
very few fathers and mothers are 
competent to do so, because of the 
own fact that this part of their 
own education was neglected when 
they went to school. : 

I want my children instructed on 
this sacred question in the public 
school from grade 1 of the pri- 


mary department right on up 
through the very last year of high 
echool. I think the public school 
teacher is quite as competent and 
safe to teach my children sex: hy- 
giene as he or She is to teach them 
physiology, mathematics or history. 
There is something radically wrong 
with the very notion of instructing 
children in such a matter if the 
instruction is unfit for a * school 
teacher to impart. The great draw- 
back about too much matter mas- 
querading under the refined title 
of eex hygiene is that the stuff is 
stilted, insincere, mysterious and in 
effect more harmful] than helpfal 
to the curious child. If we can’t be 
entirely frank and sincere with our 
children, it would be far better to 
revert to the wicked old alibi of the 
stork and the shameful trick of sup- 
pressing a child’s curiosity by hint- 
ing that “such things are not prop- 
er to talk about.” 

I should dislike to send my. chfl- 
dren to echool if I thought the 
teacher or teachers were not morally 


responsible. I should hate to have 
my children taught even geography 
by a teacher I did not respect and 
trust. 

To withhold knowledge every boy 
and girl should have until high 
school age is TOO LATE, tragically 


late. In the interim they are pret- 
ty sure to be taught things by out- 
siders, and in a tainted way. 


I want my children to have an 
honest, liberal education. I don’t 
want to try to train them with 


blinders on. Right-minded instruc- 
tion in so-called hygiene should be- 
gin as early as the child begins to 
ask questions, be it three, six, nine, 
or twelve years. Rightly trained 
school teachers shdéuld be provided 
in every school that pretends to 
train the young mind in the way 
it should go. to impart this knowl- 
edge to children from the primary 
grades up through every grade of 
common school

I give 
them cough medicine, but it does 
not seem to do “gs any good.

ANSWER—Whooping cough te a 
serious discase. Keep the children 
outdoors all day and let them sleep 
outdoors if possible.. Make for each 
an abdominal binder some six inches 
wide, with woven elastic insertions 
at the sides. and eyelets and cord 
or tape to lace enuglvy on at the 
back over the undershirt. This af- 
fords elastic support to the abdo- 
men and seems to make the cough- 
ing spells come less freauently and 
less eeverely. Have the family doc-

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MELETIUS URGES 
PEACE IN CHURCH 


Advises Atlanta Greeks 
to Drop Court Proceed- 
ings and Await Decision 
itt Chicago Case. 


Members of the Greek orthodox 
church in Atlanta and the south 
were advised Sunday by Archbishop 
Meletius, of Athens, Greece, to lay 
aside their differences pending a 
decision in litigation brought in 
Chicago by the heads of the two 
factions of the church in America,} 
Archbishop Meletius, who claims to 
be metropolitan of Athens, advised 
the local Greek community to re- 
tura to the status existing before 
the Ddoard of trustees of the church 


took its action which caused the 
Bplit in the ranks of the church 
members. In addition he told the 
Greek community to accept Father 
Pappajohn, who was appointed to a 
three-year term in Atlanta, as pas- 
tor of the local church pending the 
decision in the litigation in Chica- 


gc. 

Archbishop Meletius spoke before 
a crowd of tore than 1,000 Greeks at 
St. Phillips’ cathedral Sunday morn- 
ing. The mass services lasted from 
¥ o'clock until 12 and the arch- 
bishop was the principal speaker. 
He spoke to members of both fac- 
tions, and did not take any side in 
the controversy other than to make 
an eloquent appeal to the Greeks 
to democratize the church in Amer- 
ica so that it can be free from the 
domination of King Constantine, of 
Greece. 

Bishop Agginst Bishop. 

In his talk the metropolitan de- 
clared that al] the differences be- 
tween the factions brought out in 
the litigation frought in Atlanta 
were contained in the litigation now 
pending in Chicago. He said the 
case in Atlanta was one of priest 
against priest while the Chicago 
case wags that of bishop against 
bishop. He said it was proper that 
the heads of the two ¥actions should 
settle the litigation and that it was 
not necessary to divide every church 
in the country until the chief ques- 
tion of difference is settled by the 
two heads. 

Archbishop Meletius declared that 
Bishop Troianos, head of one fac- 
tion of the church, and Bishop Rodo- 
stolou, head of the other faction, 
are now engaged in litigation to 
test which is the head of the church 
fn America and he declared that it 
is for the best interests of all con- 
cerned in the controversy to await 
outcome of this court procedure, 
which, he said, would be settled 
within three months, After this 
decision is handed down the church- 
es can take whatever action they 
se» fit and proper under the cir- 
cumstances the metropolitan de- 
clared. 

In Spirit of Conciliation. 

Archbishop Meletius said he came 
to Atlanta in a spirit of conciliation 
to see if he could restore harmony 
in the ranks of the church members. 
He urged the church members of 
both factions to emulate the exam- 
ple set by churches in America. of 
o.ner faiths. He said these churches 
have insisted on an absolute sep- 
aration of church and state and said 
this is particularly desirable in tne 
Greek church in America, 

In his speech the matropolitan 
pointed out that King Constantine, 
of Greece, is responsible. for the 
present situation. He said the head 
of the : Greek government should 
not have anything to do with the 
activities of the Greek churca and 
should not have the authority to

To Membership 
In Ku Klux Klan 


Imperial Wizard Gives Rea- 
sons for Change in Organ- 
_ tzation’s Constitution. 


Announcement has been made 
by William Joseph Simmons, 
imperial wizard of the Knights of 


the Ku Klux Klan, to the effect that 
at the meeting of imperial klon- 
cilllum of the organization held last 
week it was unanimously voted to 
admit women into membership in 
the Ku Klux Klan and the constitu- 
tion of the order was amended to 
read that the order from this time 
forward should be composed of 
;“male and female persons” instead 
of “male” only as originally appear- 
ed in the constitution of the organi- 
zation. 

“I am now at work preparing the 
details concerning the admission ef 
women into the organization,” said 
Colonel Simmons Saturday, “and 
within the next two or three weeks 
I will have the complete plans ready 
for the, admitting of women into 
the orghntzation.” _ 

In announcing that women are to 
be admitted to membership in the 
order Colonel Simmons said this 
decision was based on three things: 

“First, the influence of woman 

over the youth of the land shapes 
the destiny of the nation and it is 
in the cradles of the American 
homes where the principles and 
ideals of Americanism should first 
be instilled into the minds and 
hearts of the young. To the pres- 
ervation of these principles, ideals 
and institutions the Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan is dedicated. 
* “Second, the loyalty of the women 
to the original klan of the recon- 
struction period convinces us that, 
as members of the klan of today, 
there will be equal] loyalty and de- 
votion to the fundamental princi- 
Ples underlying the order. 

“Third, we know women can keep 
& secret, because they made with 
their fingers 160,000 robes for mem- 
bers of the old klan and not one 
of them ever disclosed the identity 
of any man who wore one of those 
robes. 

“It is through the influence of 
women that today we have some of 
the strongest men in the order. 
And the time has come to give the 
women recognition and to allow 
them to partake of the honor and 
glory of membership in the organi- 
zation.”

Householders Have Been Slow 
To Lay i in Winter’s Coal Supply 


Many Atlanta Dealers Opine That Increased Demand 
Later on May Bring Increased Prices—Seems Small 
Possibility of Lower Prices—Government Statistics 
on Output—Warnings of Shortage By Officials. 


That failure on the part of thousands of people—more par- 
ticularly the individual home consumer—to lay in their supply 
of coal for the coming winter is going to bring a hurried and increased 
demand when Jack Frost begins to blow his breath around this city 
and section, and that, naturally, there will follow delays and incon- 
veniences, with a tendency to higher prices, is the generally prevail- 
ing opinion among many coal dealers and other fuel distributors of 
Atlanta. 


There is no doubt that deliveries to the householder so far this’ ™

year has been away below normal. Regardless of the reason—whether 
waiting in anticipation of lower prices, or whether for other reasons— 
retailers in Atlanta declare that nothing like the usual delivery of sum- 
mer orders has taken place. Naturally they base their opinion that 
perhaps higher prices will follow on account of the increased demand 


a little later on—days when the first pinches of cold will find retailers 
more or less swamped with orders. Certainly, say many of the deal- 
ers, can there hardly be any hope for any lessening of prices. 

This leads to the conclusion, but conservatively stated, that those 
who are wise—if they have not already done so—will begin immedi- 
ately to lay in his winter’s need of coal. # 


Buying Coal Like Buying Insurance. 


A coal dealer, in conversation the other day, likened the man who | 


orders his coal early in the summer to the man who insures his house 
for a certain period. The period passes without the house burning, 


but he has the cunsclation if it had burned he wouid have had the 
means with which to rebuild it. A man could put in his coal supply, 
and if the price went down before he consumed it he could say that 
he was protected against the possibility of not being able to get the 
coal when he needed it or the quality desired, and all along be re- 
lieved of any anxiety in the matter. The dealer’s philosophy is at 
least consoling and unique, even if his argument is not accepted by ali 
coal consumers. 

A cioser review of the coal situation, and one on which is based 
largely the opinions of dealers that there will hardly be any lessen- 
ing of prices—on the other hand, a possible increase with the in- 


creased demand bound to come later—may be found in the govera- 
ment report of the department of the interior (geological survey) in 
which it shows the coal output of the country this year, to July 31, 
ts be 76,000,000 tons behind last year for the same period and 52,- 
000,000 tons behind the yearly average for the eight years from 1914 
to 1920, inclusive. Stress is laid on the point that a tonnage suffi- 
cient during 1914, for instance—which was also the year of depres- 
sior—is not sufficient now, because our annual consumption of coal 
increases at the rate of about 10,000,000 tons yearly. 


All Reserve Coal About Consumed. 


As stated above, there is no official report of the amount of coal 
sold to the industries or delivered to the householder, but the general 
belief among the coal people is that there has been more coal con- 


\-'sumed by the industries this year than has been produced, and that 


the difference has been supplied from the stocks of coal of the indus- 
tries accumulated last year, and this reserve coal of the industries 
has now been about consumed. 

A leading coal dealer said the other day: “The industries can use 
the steam coal resulting from loading domestic coal, but if they can- 
not get that, they can take straight mine-run, which the mines can 
produce without making domestic coal. And while the price of this 
coal will be a little higher, it will be just as economical, for the mine- 
run goes farther than the steam. But it is different with the house- 
holder, because he can only use satisfactorily the prepared sizes. 
Steam or run-of-+the-mine coal is not satisfactory for grate use. There- 
fore, if the householder be served best and most economically, he 
should take his coal as it is available, and not wait until Jack Frost 
makes it imperative for him to do so. 

“Last year, during the peak prices, coal advanced 103 per cent, cr 
$8 per ton. This year 78 per cent of that advance has been taken 
off, or $6.25 per ton, and without any portion of the high freight rate 
being deducted. Coal is now being mined in accordance with the high 
wage scale ordered by President Wilson, which will not expire until 
March 31, 1922. If the operators were to attempt to reduce this wage 
scale it would, of course, bring on a big strike.” 


Warning of Shortage From Officials. 


Following will be found copies of “warning of coal shortage” sent 
within the last few weeks to the Association of Railroad Executors, 
the Georgia utility associations, and the manufacturers’ associations 
from both Hon. Edgar E. Clark, chairman of the interstate commerce 
commission, and Hon. Herbert Hoover, secretary of commerce, at 
Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Clark’s letter of warning is as follows: 

“As you doubtless know, the production and transportation of bi- 
tuminous coal has been disappointingly small this summer and is now 
at a disappointingly low stage. The commission requests that I, write 
suggesting the importance, in the interest of the conditions which may 
exist during the late summer and fall, of having the railroads and other 


large users of coal acquire now while conditions are easy a reasonably | 


liberal reserve supply. 

“We suggest that this matter be brought to the attention of the 
members of your association, together with a recommendation that in 
so far as is practicable they act thereon. We realize, of course, that it 
is not practicable to store a full winter’s supply, but if a reasonable 
reserve is now accumulated it will help out greatly when and if a period

POOR PEOPLE can’t afford to pronounce word. They don’t rattle into 
courts, preferring to fight it out at home like ladies and gentlemen. 


It locks just now as if the con- 
gress of the United States has turn- 
ed down the kid athletes or split 
the difference with them. For 
more than two years I hav» been 


pleading with congress~to lift the 
tax on athletic goods and let the 
kids have a chance to get their 
bats, balls and other equipment 
without being soaked, and now con- 
gress decides to tax them 5 instead 
of 10 per cent. 

The i0 per cent tax placed on 
athletic equipment was one of the 
worst blows ever inflicted upon ath- 
letics in the country. It was due 
to the solid bone of congress. No 
ball player ever pulled a more bone- 
headed play than the esteemed con- 
gress did when it decided to tax 
athletic goods two, three, four or 
five times: as much as it did soda 
water, talcum powder and_e such 
things. It is amending the amount, 
but the principle remains’ un- 
changed. 

The congress evidently decided 
that the chorus men and the lounge 
lizards should not be taxed as hard 
as the kids who play out on the 
sandlots and who make tHe bone 
and muscle of the nation. 

The trouble was that congress 
did not understand conditions. They 
wanted to tax sporting gogds, and 
they confused and_ still confuse 
sporting goods and athletic gooas. 
It is all right to tax, as heavy as 
they want to, sporting goods. Peo- 
ple who can afford to be sportsmen, 
whether fishermen, motor boat 
fans, hurters or such people, ought 
to be taxed ani can afford to be 
taxed. But the kid on the lots 
cannot. And the kid was hit hard- 
er than the sportsmen. 

How the Tax Harts. 

T had a letter today whtch shows 
a few things. The letter, in part, 
says: 

“Can you not 
about the outrageously unfair and 
unjustifiable prices of sporting 
goods? Today I walked into a 
sporting goods shop for a simple 
dry line tennis marker. They 
showed me a small tin wheel with 
a handle, with a screen contrivance 
for dropping the markings, price $4. 
Another thing I bought was a cen- 
ter marker, a small piece of galvan- 
ized iron, with two points, a simple 
hook and one and three-quarters 
vards of white webbing for $1.50. 
So it goes all through the line.” 

IT asked .Spaldings about thése 
things. The prices quoted are cor- 
rect retail prices, about double 
what they were. The profits of the 
retailers are slightly larger, the 
profits of the wholesalers a trifle 
smaller than they were. In addi- 
tion to the normal increase in price 
there is the 10 per cent government 
tax, which being in odd figures, 
means that the retailer will make 
them even. That is, if an article 
formerly sold for $1, and the tax 
makes it $1.10, the normal increase 
will cause the retailer to raise it 
to $1.25. 

SmahH Chance for Relief. 

I have been working on this 
thing for a long time. So far as 

can find, every member of the 
ways and means committee in the 
house wants this tax off. In other 
words, they wish it never had gone 
on, but since it is on and the gov-

ernment needs the money, they are 


in doubt about taking it off. The 
only hope Of the kids was that the 
burden of the tax would be re- 
moved. from athletic goods and 
placed upon sporting goods, and 
the rich be made to pay the tax 
of the kids. Instead, however, the 
congress merely reduces the tax. 

I had a talk the other day with 


Jule Curtiss, who in business is 
head of Spaldings and who in sports 
is about as keen a sportsman as 
there is in the world and who 
thinks more of the kids than he 
does even of golf, which is saying 
something. 

Mr.. Curtiss naturally wants the 
tax off athletic goods. So far as l 
can find he never has kicked 
against a tax on sporting goods, 
cameras, golf or any such stuff that 
can bear the burden. 

But there is one thing upon which 
he has determined and that is that 
the kids of the United States shall 
not be deprived of their baseball 
uniforms, shoes, gloves, mitts and 
balls. I happen to know that he 
has issued an order to the manu- 
facturing departments of his con- 
cern that, regardless of tax or any- 
thing else, the kids must be taken 
care of. I aiso happen to know that 
Dave Levinson, who is head of the 
Western Sporting Goods Manufac- 
turing company, has given the Same 
order. 

Maybe it is selfish looking to- 
ward the future. These men know 
that unless the kids get balls, bats, 
shoes, gloves, masks and so on at 
a price that they can afford, the 
number of players of basebal] will 
decrease. It has decreased largely. 
If kids do not learn baseball when 
they are kids they never will. The 
manufacturer of sporting goods may 
figure that he must keep as many 
customers as rpessible. 

But regardless of all this, the 
makers have calmly decided to make 
complete equipment for kid teams 
to se:l at a loss. They are deter- 
mined that the kids shall be 
equipped whether the government 
says so or not. 

Curley Rises to Remark. 

My old friend Jack Curley is all 
warmed up. Had a letterf from 
him which explajns itself and in 
which he says: 

*“*‘My dear Hugh Fullerton: I read 
your editorial ‘Shame,’ I know 
baseball is your particular soft 
spot and I know that you have felt 
like a father for an erring child. 
I Know that you have undergone 
all the agonies that come with dis- 
appointments over dishonesties. 
Your editorial ‘Shame’ has the touch 
of your real feelings, and like any 
other layman I heartily agree with 
your Story, both in spirit and action. 

“This brings me to my story and 
m: own game. Wrestling is my 
soft spot, and I am as jealous of 
wrestling’s popularity as you are 
of baseball. In fact, more so, be- 
cause wrestling spells my bread aged 
butter, While I take a fling at 
boxing now and then, enter 
a real estate deal or some amuse- 
ment enterprise, my real living is 
wrestling, and I, therefore, try and 
make it popular for my own good. 

“Now, here we had «a bunch of 
ball players that fell for tempta- 
tion to throw ball games, All 
wrong, of course, and no argument 
in their favor. However, they did 
not gO among their friends and 
cause them to bet their money on 
the sure thing. They did not bring 
anybody hundreds of miles with 
letters of credit, to prove their bus- 
iness standing, etc., and fleece them 
in the finish. 

“However, the Mayberry gang 
met people, posed as sport charac- 
ters, from jockeys to boxing or 
wrestling champions, from train- 
ers to promoters, and in some way 
or another worked themselves into 
the confidence of their new friend, 
and in the finish skinned him to 
his last cént. Unlike the baseball 
cases, there was a real law against 
their doings, and after rounding up 
the garg about thiry were gent to 
the federal prison in one swoop 
via the United States courts at 
Council Bluffs. The government 
@elved into the schemes and found 
| that over $2,000.000 was stolen from 
the unwary. They found that the 
gane operated in organized business 
methods, with so-called stores in va- 
rious cities, and they found that in 
most cases the local and state au- 
thorities sworn to protect the pub- 
lic were in on the games, and for 
money remuneration protected the 
Mavberry gangsters in place of the 
public, 

“Now, then, while you and all 
those who wish the baseball world 
success, if all the Judge Landises. 
the Comiskeys and your baseball 
writers are making announcements 
that mever again shall those that 
were on trial in?’Chicago be allowed 
to re-enter the great came of base- 
ball, while vou are all trying to ex- 
plain that the plavers were not ac- 
quitted of throwing games. that 
they are simply free because 
there was no law to cover the cage, 
why persist {in issuing challenges 
and supporting the claims of wres- 
tlers and managers who served time 
in prison for doing a hundred times 
worse things, for committing crime 
of playing friends with men in or- 
der to fleece them? Why try to 
force such men into the public wres- 
tling game when their records are 
matters of public police documents, 
convicted, and no chance of a mis- 
take? 

“I saw in a recent issue of a 
Brooklyn paper where Joe Marsh 
was accused of a crime some years 
ago. He was not accused. He 


of dozen other Mayberry gangsters 
for posing as a sporting man, for 
posing as a wrestler and for fleec- 
ing people under that guise. Yet 
some newspapers are sryiae to give 
him a clean bill of health and white- 
wash his past record. 

“If the ball players should be 
barred, then there is no punishment 
severe enough to mete out to those 
who worked witb the notorious 
Mayberry gang and then have the 
audacity to break into public sport.”
